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Little moisture was reported across the state last week, 
with most precipitation amounts under a quarter of an 
inch. Nye received 1 .15 inches of precipitation, the most 
in the state. The high temperature during the week was 
86 degrees at Hardin, and the low temperature was 1 8 
degrees at Ryegate. Topsoil moisture adequate and 
surplus is 85 percent, below last week's 89 and last 
year's 88 percent. Subsoil moisture adequate and 
surplus, at 65 percent, is lower than last week's 71 
percent and last year's rating of 69 percent. Low 
precipitation levels and warm temperatures increased 
the days suitable for field work to 5.1 days, up from last 
week's 3.1 and last year's 4.8. 

The weather outlook for May 7 to May 1 3 is for below 
normal temperatures and above normal precipitation 
both east and west of the continental divide. Normal 
temperatures for this period in Montana are for highs in 
the mid 50s to the upper 60s and for lows in the upper 
20s to the lower 40s. 

Livestock Report 

Pastures are starting to green up due to spring rains. 
Only 60 percent of cattle and sheep are receiving 
supplemental feed. Eighty-eight percent of pastureland 
is open for grazing compared with 76 percent last week. 
Ranchers are continuing to move livestock to summer 
ranges.
